OPEN  TO 

MELKSHAM  AND  THE  NEIGHBOURHOOD. 


RULES 


1.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  called  the  “Melksham  Cottage  Hospital/’  and 
all  property  at  any  time  belonging  to  it  shall  be  vested  in  six  Trustees  chosen 
by  the  Subscribers. 

2.  — -Committee  consisting  of  the  Trustees,  President,  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman,  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and  Secretaries,  with  not  less  than  12 
others,  chosen  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  also  one 
Representative  for  hrst  hundred  subscribers  under  the  Workmen’s  Contributory 
Scheme,  two  for  500,  three  for  750,  and  four  for  1,000  or  over.  Four- to  be 
the  maximum  representation  for  any  single  hi  m.  Seven  to  form  a  quorum. 

3. — The  Hospital  is  open  to  all  medical  men  in  the  district  who  choose  to 
make  use  of  it.  No  incurable,  chronic  or  infectious  cases  will  be  admitted. 

4.  — All  patients  (except  those  coming  under  the  Workmen’s  Scheme)  will 
be  required  to  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  10 /-  weekly,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Medical  Officers  and  the  Hon.  Sec.— towards  the  expense  of  their  mainten¬ 
ance  ;  whilst  for  those  received  under  the  Workmen’s  Scheme  no  maintenance 
charge  is  made.  These  charges  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer 
and  Sec.,  be  altered  or  remitted  in  case  of  special  need. 

5.  — An  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  forwarded  to  eacli  Subscriber 
of  5 /-  and  upwards. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  bye-laws  for  the  better  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  details  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  but  no 
alteration  of  the  rules  shall  be  made  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
Subscribers,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  and  14  days’  notice  of 
any  proposed  alteration  must  be  given. 

7.  — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  but  a  Special  Meeting 
of  the  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  requisition  of  any 
seven  members,  and  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  on  the  requisition  of 
twelve  Subscribers. 

8.  — 44ie  Officers,  viz  :  President,  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman,  Treasurer, 
Secretaries  and  Auditors  shall  be  chosen  every  year  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

9.  —  Any  member  of  the  Committee  who  fails  to  attend  at  least  one  meeting 
per  annum  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  members. 

10.  — The  financial  year  to  end  on  the  31st  Dec.,  and  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  Subscribers  to  be  held  as  soon  after  as  possible. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1927. 


In  presenting  the  59th  Annual  Report,  we  have  much  pleasure  in 
commenting  on  the  satisfactory  year’s  work,  from  whatever  point  of  view  it 
may  be  regarded. 

A  Record.  In  the  matter  of  in-patients,  we  imagined  that  “  high  water 
mark”  had  been  reached  in  1926,  but  this  year  is  just  one  ahead,  viz  :  328. 
Patients’  days  number  5781,  and  our  cost  per  head  works  out  at  44/8|  per 
week,  54  patients  have  been  received  under  the  Workmen’s  Contributory 
Scheme  ;  out-patients,  446  ;  out-patients’  visits,  1864  ;  operations  :  major, 
60,  minor,  134  ;  dental,  63  ;  total,  257. 

Income  and  Expenditure.  From  all  sources,  our  income  for  the 
year  reaches  £  1 752  13  7,  whilst  the  expenditure  has  been  £  1789  16  0,  leaving 
a  comparatively  small  adverse  balance. 

The  more  closely  our  finances  are  examined,  the  greater  the  evidences 
of  the  care  displayed  in  every  department  of  our  work,  but  whilst  this  is  so 
apparent,  it  is  a  joy  to  know  that  efficiency  has  not  been  sacrificed,  and  that 
the  paramount  object  has  been  the  surrounding  of  our  patients  with  loving 
assiduity,  with  the  hope  of  bringing  about  as  speedy  recovery  as  possible. 

We  are  grateful  to  a  very  kind  friend,  for  the  generous  donation  of  £50 
to  our  depleted  treasury  during  the  year,  also  to  the  Wilts  County  Police  for 
their  welcome  gift  of  Twenty  Guineas,  being  an  allocation  from  their  successful 
Sports  effort. 

44ie  first  full  year  of  work  in  connection  with  the  Bath  and  District 
Friendly  Societies’  Hospital  Scheme,  brought  us  substantial  aid,  £214  12  9 
being  our  share. 

Jottings.  We  have  started  collecting  Tin  Foil,  and  a  splendid  send 
off  was  given  in  the  large  quantity  sent  us  by  the  Golf  Ball  Department  of  the 
A.I.R.  Co.,  many  other  friends  are  helping.  We  commend  this  as  one  of  the 
“  side  lines,”  that  will  bring  us  revenue,  send  your  foil  to  the  Hospital,  please  ! 
Don’t  fling  it  away  !  Egg  Sunday  was  a  great  success  !  thank  you,  everybody  ! 
for  helping  us  with  the  6019  eggs  sent  in.  At  the  request  of  many  friends,  in 
future,  Egg  Sunday  will  be  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  just  a  month  earlier,  we 
are  told  that  eggs  at  this  period  are  generally  more  plentiful  and  in  consequence 
cheaper.  Please  note  the  alteration. 

An  innovation,  so  happy  in  its  result, ‘that  no  doubt  a  repetition  will  take 
place  at  the  appropriate  time,  was  the  Hospital  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Service, 
attended  by  all  the  patients  able,  together  with  the  Staff  and  quite  a  number 
of  friends,  this  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Butler,  m.a.,  for  whose 
helpful  address  we  are  indeed  grateful. 

Thanks.  We  extend  our  appreciative  thanks  to  the  Clergy  and 
Ministers  of  our  town  for  their  visitation  and  the  conduct  of  Divine  Worship 
on  Sunday  evenings. 

Hearty  thanks  too,  we  accord  to  our  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff,  Domestic 
Workers,  Officers,  Helpers  both  in  money  and  kind,  the  Collectors,  and  all  who 
give  us  their  kindly  support  and  help  in  any  way.

BYE-LAWS 


1.  — The  patients  are  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Matron  acting  under  the 
instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

2.  — Patients  are  not  to  leave  the  Hospital  without  an  order  from  the  Medical 
Officer  under  whose  care  they  are. 

3.  — Hours  of  admission  for  visitors  or  friends  of  patients  from  Two  to  Four 
o’clock  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  ;  and  at  other  times,  only  by  special 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

4.  — The  Medical  Officers  have  power  to  exclude  visitors  entirely,  if 
circumstances  make  it  necessary. 

5.  — No  food  or  liquor  is  to  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  except  such  that  is 
ordered  by  the  Medical  Officer.  This  Bye-law  includes  all  articles  of  diet. 

6.  — Cases  of  emergency  shall  be  taken  in  charge  by  the  first  Medical  Officer 
who  arrives  on  the  spot,  and  remain  in  his  charge  until  personally  handed  over 
by  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  to  whom  the  case  may  properly  belong. 

7.  Patients  who  offend  against  any  of  the  rules  of  the  house,  or  behave 
themselves  irregularly  or  indecently  shall  be  expelled  and  shall  not  be 
re-admitted  without  an  express  order  from  the  Committee.
